Dear Mr. Feathers: 

This letter acknowledges receipt of your February 21, 2014 Freedom of Information Act 
("FOIA") request for any and all communications between certain named Comcast executives 
and the Antitrust Division from November 1, 2013 to the present. We received your request on 
February 24, 2014, and assigned it the above-referenced control number. Please refer to the 
control nvimber in any future communications regarding your request. 

The Antitrust Division's records are maintained outside of this Office, and our staff has 
not yet been able to complete a search to determine whether there are records within the scope of 
your request. Accordingly, we will be unable to comply with the twenty working day time limit 
in this case, as well as the ten additional days provided by the statute. 

In an effort to speed up our records search, you may wish to narrow the scope of your 
request to limit the number of potentially responsive records or agree to an alternative time frame 
for processing, should records be located; or you may wish to await the completion of our records 
search to discuss either of these options. 

Please note that I am denying your request for a fee waiver because you have not met the 
required standards. In order to receive a fee waiver, you must demonstrate that the records 
requested concern identifiable operations or activities of the federal government with a 
connection that is direct and clear, not remote or attenuated. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.1 l(k). 
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As a media requester, you will not be charged fees for any search or review time. In 
addition, there will be no duplication fees for the first 100 pages of documents disclosed to you. 
Duplication costs, thereafter, are ten cents per page. There will be no cost to you for processing 
your request if duplication fees are less than $14.00. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.1 l(d)(l)-(4).
